ABSTRACT 


A computer operating system and arrangement by which a web site owner can 
control the receipt of telephone and other messages by providing menus of callers from 
which communication will be accepted in various manners if it is to be accepted at all. 
Such menus are easily altered by the web site owner in a multitude of formats and 
enables the one who is to receive calls to closely control from whom and in what 
manner he or she will accept calls from outside parties. In one embodiment of the 
invention the means or lists can be changed through a cell phone hook-up with the web 
site. 
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
